Instead of taking the 
child back to her parents he brought her 
down to Hongkong, and placed her in the 

“ house of the third prisoner. After staying 
thore for » day or ao he left, and tho child 
was detained in the honso ‘of the third 
prisoner, Aftor some little time the 
third prisoner or his wife sold the 
child to a woman, who sold her to-another 
woman. The two women were committed 
for trial, but it did not appear that the 
women had beon aware of the fact that the 
child had ‘been stolen, and they were dis- 
chorged. When the: parents received in- 
formation that the child was in Hongkong 
they came down here, and went. to the 
house of the third prisoner, who denied 
“all knowledge of the child having been 
thore ‘until confronted with a certain letter, 
whon he admitted he had been there: Tho 
prisoners were afterwards arrested.

dead may now be there. The villages on- 


the south side of tho island are all wrecks, 
hardly a single house being left standing. 


| The contre of the volcanic action seems to 


have been near Nonita, overlooking Megals 
Bay on tho east coast, ‘where 300 persons 
erished out of a population of 1200. “At 
‘anros 26-perished out of a population of 
600; at Phalatio, 60 out of 250; of ‘Kala- 
monte, 40 out of 1500; at Aramalio, 30 out 
of 600 and at Kiney, 130 out of 480. On 
the western side of the island, at Mista, 
many houses fell, but nobody was killed ; 
at Veshs three-fourthe of. the -buildings 
one person killed ; 

at Lathi, 25 were killed out of 600, and at 


Argounina, 40 out of 400;. at Anabotas, 22, 


killed. This is the most northerly town 
on the west sido, which suffered sevorely. 
Other towns wore sovorely shaken, but are 
not in ruins, The district of Chios and the 
towns south-cast of it suffered most of all. 
Kallamosia is simply a mass of ruins, and it 
is difficult to distinguish one house from 
another. I cannot conceive how any con- 
siderable numbor of the population escaped. 
Only 448 perished out of 1800, Noigh- 
bouring villages suffered similarly, Seven of 
the principal ones, containing 8570 people, 
it. is believed havo lost 1327. At least 
nine-tenths of tho houses’ in the ‘southern 
and southwestern portions of the island 
must be rebult.or repaired. The. po- 
pulation are” now camping out, and 
thers is great necd. of. food and shelter. 
The northern’ part requires help but. to 
a less extent, Those severely wounded 
are being brought to Chio by men from 
the ships. The work of clearing away 
the ruin has begun here, but in the villages 
the people are still panic-stricken, and little 
can be done as long as the shocks continue. 
Of 200 persons who perished in the Leopo- 
tamai, only 65 of the bodies have beon- 
recovered, and a similar proportion in the 
other villages, About 60,000 people are 
imped in the aouthern half of the island, 
with nothing but what thoy have on their 
backs, ‘Progress has been made toward 
aystematizing a relief organization. The 
people are further demoralized by the 
preaching of a foolish ‘k priest, who. 
warns them all to flee, as tid island is dbout* 
to be completely swallowed up. The Arch- 
bishop and the Governor are sesking to allay 
the excitement, but many are atill emi- 
grating to the mainland and, the adjacent 
islands. : = 

At Kallamasia, 2 German doctor, who 
was in one of the houses at the time of the 
disaster, relates that the first warning he 
had was seeing tho dishes on the table fall 
on the floor. A few moments later the 
walls fell outward, From this, and similar 
stories, I believe that in this district the 
first shock was nearly vertical, followed im- 
mediately by horizontal oscillations, 

April 18,--Beaconsfield’s physicians re- 
gard. his present symptoms as giving 
grounds for more grave anxicty than at any 
period during his illness.

DARING ROBBERY AT PAGODA 
ANCHORAGE, 
. ° (Foochow Herald, May 12). 

: On Sunday night last, the 8th instant, 
the house of Mr E, F. Simonsen, Foochow 
Pilot, was burglariously entered, and_pro- 
perty to the value of $200 stolon there- 
from. It seems that the thieves_broke 
down a, bamboo, fence, and then re- 
moved the plastering of the. back of 
the houso and effected an entrance dur- 
ing the heavy rainstorm which. occurred 
that night. Mr Simonsen was out at sea 
when the occurrence took place and his ser- 
vants were the only people in the house, 
The Harbor Master and Pagoda Authorities 
were communicated with, and Mr Simonsen 
upon his return from tiie Pilotage ground 
communicated the. circumstances of the 
ease to his Consul, who, we understand, has 
sent word to the Native officials to have 
the rogues arrested. The following is an 
inventory of the articles stolen.
